School 
policy 
protest

Protests mounted today against the 
school board’s policy on class size and 
the practice of lumping more than one 
grade level in a classroom. 
The issue came to the fore in Octo­ 
ber when students at Westwings School 
were shifted into combination 
class­ 
rooms to enable the school district to 
avoid hiring one teacher. 
An estimated 
150 parents and teach­ 
ers lodged vocal and sometimes bitter 
opposition to the practice in an appear­ 
ance before the school board. 
Much to the dismay of the protesters, 
the school board reaffirmed the policy 
of 30 students to one teacher and de­ 
clined to block administration 
deci­ 
sions on the combination classes. 
Everyone 
is for smaller 
classes. 
Teachers favor it because in their view 
there is a direct correllation between 
class size and the successful 
educa­ 
tion process. 
Teachers 
also believe 
there is a direct link between 
lower 
class size and their ability to cope phy­ 
sically and mentally with the day to day 
labor of teaching. 


Parents 
favor lower class size and 
are opposed to combination classes be. 
cause they believe the large classes and 
classes with more than one grade level 
are harmful to their children’s educa­ 
tion. 


Members of the local school board 
have said many times, both individually 
and as a body that they favor reducing 
the class size, but maintain revenues 
will not permit more than is being done 
at the moment. 


Administration 
officials say some 
of the current problem 
is caused by 
a fall off of student population, and age 
and grade levels that militate against 
more ideal staffing and class size. Pro­ 
jections for the decline of the enroll­ 
ment indicate a loss of more than $400,- 
000 in state and federal aid monies, 
according to the officials. 


Teachers have an additional concern 
about combination classes. A teacher 
in the first through sixth grade normal­ 
ly 
has 
about 11 class preparations 
which must be made more than once a 
week. In a class of embracing two grade 
levels, the teacher must prepare about 18 
class programs, more than once a week. 


The school district has an average 
class size of slightly more than 2'L8 
students per each teacher in elementary 
levels; 27 to one at Lompoc Junior High 
School; 
24.8 to one at Vandenberg Jun­ 
ior High School; 24.2 to one at Cabril- 
lo High School and 22.9 to one at Lompoc 
High School. Overall the district has 
an average class size of slightly more 
than 25 students per teacher. 


The fact remains, however, that many 
classes have in excess of '.he 30 which 
is the standard adopted by the state 
and therein lies the rub.

Manila (UPI) — A shotgun - carry­ 
ing escaped convict, who held three 
persons hostage Monday, surren­ 
dered without a fight today to a 14- 
man government patrol. 
Philippine Constabulary PC head­ 
quarters in nearby Quezon said 
Silvestre Abad, 31, was captured 
near a tree-dotted mountain in Zam- 
bales Province, 
75 miles north­ 
west of Manila. 
Abad, also known as Sofronio 
Falconi, held Susan Butler, a 14- 
year-old American schoolgirl, her 
uncle, 
Stewart Raab, and a Fili­ 
pino crime 
reporter, Rut her В a- 
tuigas, 
hostage while he escaped 
from police Monday. 
Abad escaped to Zambales in a 
helicopter provided by a newspaper 
publisher and then slipped off into 
the underbrush 
after the hostages 
returned to Manila. 
Police 
said Abad had $592 in 
his possession when he was cap­ 
tured. 
The money was believed 
to be part of the $2.500 “ getaway” 
fund he demanded from the family of 
American 
businessman 
Charles 
R. Butler. 
Abad and four other men were rob. 
bing 
Butler’s house Monday when 
they 
were 
apparently surprised 
by a maid. The maid was shot and 
killed and the other four men fled. 
Abad, convicted of murdering a 
passenger during an in-flight airline 
robbery in 1953, remained in But. 
ler’s house with the three as hos­ 
tages.

“Serious blow” to U.S. foreign policy 


/ 
W.OHINGTON (UPI) -Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers said today the 
Senate defeat of the foreign aid program 
was 
a “ very serious blow” to U.S. 
foreign policy 
and would weaken Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s po wer to negotiate with oth­ 
er world leaders. 
At the same time, Sen. George S. Mo- 
Govern, an announced Democratic presi­ 
dential candidate, announced he would 
sp msor legisliUon to revive the foreign 
aid program but limited mainly to eco­ 
nomic help and denying military funds 
to Greece and Pakistan. 
Rogers spoke to reporters at the White 


House after meeting with Nixon on the 
unexpected 41-27 
vote by the Senate 
to kill the foreign aid program outright. 
In advance of an appearance before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
Wednesday, 
Rogers 
expressed hope 
that “ action 
will be taken quickly to 
repair the dimage that has been done.” 


“ Tie action of Congress in defeat­ 
ing the legislation has been a very seri­ 
ous blow to the foreign policy of the 
United States,” he said. 
“ We think it is essential that con­ 
gress act now to pass a bill which will 


be coordinated ;md balanced to carry on 
essential foreign policy,” he said. 
Rogers cited he Paris peace nego­ 
tiations, the “ Nixon doctrine,” new di­ 
plomatic contracts with China and Rus­ 
sia and the Middle East problems as 
areas where the U.S. position would be 
jeopardized unless foreign aid was con­ 
tinued. 
McGovern told a news conference at 
the United Nations following a meeting 
with U.N. Secretary General U Tiant, 
that lis legislation would strike 
out 
“ the most objectionable 
feature” of 
the administration’s aid program — the 


roughly 50 per cent earmarked for mili­ 
tary assistance. 
T ie South Dikotan said his bill to be 
introduced later in the day would include 
a $335 million credit authorization for 
military arms sales to Israel but “ spe­ 
cifically bars” military aid to such 
“ dictator/lips” as Greece and Pakis­ 
tan. 
His bill also would require 
an end 
of bombing in Indo China and would set 
a six-month limit on all other forms of 
U.S. military involvement in the area, he 
said.

SAIGON (UPI) - A U.S. Navy fighter- 
bomber traded fire with a North Vietnam- 
mese 
antiaircraft 
battery

northwest of the Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) today. 
The U.S. command said the plane, 
an A6 Intruder, was not damaged and it 


was not known if the missile site was 
hit. 
Authorities said the plane was bomb- 
ing the Ho Chi Minh supply trail through 
Laos when it came under attack by two 
Soviet - built surface - to - air missiles 
(SAM). 


Physics, chemistry 


Nobel Prize winners 


STOCKHOLM (UPI) - Two Eruopeun­ 
born scientists now working in the Unit­ 
ed States and Canada were awarded die 
1971 Nobel Prizes for physics and chem­ 
istry today. Each 
award is 
worth 
$90,000 this year. 
Tie prize for physics went to Prof. 
Dennis Gabor, 71, a Hungarian - born 
British scientist 
now working at the 
Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) 
Laboratories 
in Stamford, 
Conn., for 
his work in holography — lensless three 
dimensional photography with the use 
of laser beams. His studies could lead 
to 3-d television and could be of immense 
help in medical diagnosis. 
The prize for chemistry went to Ger­ 
man - bom Canadian scientist Gerharl 
Herz’oerg, 
67, 
whose research 
into 
the chemistry of space 
has helped 
scientists learn whit is happening out 
there and ¡o delve further into the my­ 
stery of the origin of the universe. 
Gabor, 
contacted at his hotel suite 


in Stamford, almost jumped with joy 
when 
informed of the award. He said 
he was delighted and overjoyed and told 
one girl reporter who telephoned that he 
would kiss her if she were there. 
His first thoughts were of his wife 
and what he would buy her with the $90,- 
000 windfall. But he said she was travel­ 
ing at the time between Manchester, 
England and London by train and he could 
not tell her immediately of the award. 
Gabor, who said ie was no kin to the 
famous Gabor sisters of Hungary, told 
newsmen he usually got his inspirations 
while slnvi ig aid “ I suppose people 
with beards do not have so many ideas 
— that’s something for the young people 
to remember.” 
This time, he said, he got his idea for 
holography while watching a tennis match 
in England 
where he 
was a scientist 
at London’s Imperial College. 
“ I was sitting on a bench watching a 
match and it just happened ” he said. 


The plane crossed into North Vietnam 
and fired a single missile at the site, 
about two miles west of the North Viet­ 
namese border, the command said.

the presidential palace. But he was not 
involved in the killing of Diem and his 
brother, Ngo Dinh Nhu, the following day. 
In recent years memorial services 
and peaceful demonstrations for Diem 
have been illegal but the authorities have 


tolerated them. This year for the first 
time they were legal. 
U.S. aid officials warned Tuesday that 
a total cutoff of American foreign aid 
to Vietnam would cripple Vietnam’s abil­ 
ity to wage war on the guerrillas. 


Willard Sharpe, chief of the Joint 
U.S. Economic Office and Jerome Jacob­ 
son, legal adviser to the U.S. agency 
for International 
Development (USAID) 
were commenting on the U,S. Senate’s 
killing of foreign 
aid legislation last 
Friday. 


“ What’s really at issue here is the

Selective Service System changes reported 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Selective 
Service System today created several 
new draft classifications and abolished 
some 
old 
ones; 
gave 
l^year-olds 
60 
days, instead of five, to register 
for the draft; and told every man over 
the age of 35 
he can now throw away 
his old draft card. 


Those were some of the changes in a 
long 
list of regulations issued by the 
Selective 
Service 
to conform with the 
new draft law signed by President Nixon 
Sept. 2*L Tie new rules will become ef­ 
fective in the more than 4,000 local 


draft boards in early December. 
Here are some of the major changes: 
-A new 
classification, 2-D will be 
established for divinity students who 
are making satisfactory progress 
in 
their studies. 
Those who do not enter 
the ministry will be liable to the draft 
until age 35. 


-A new classification, 4-G 
will be 
established for sole surviving sons and 
for young men in families where a fatti­ 
er, 
brother or a sister was killed in 
the line of duty after De *. 31, 
1959, 
or is captured or missing in action. 


-Classification 
1-Y, which covered 
people 
medically, mentally or moral­ 
ly 
unqualified 
to serve except in a 
national 
emergency, will be abolished. 
Those 
subject to re-examination will 
be classified 1-A until their status 
is 
resolved; 
those with disqualifications 
will be classified 4-F-the category pre­ 
viously 
reserved hr those with major 
Usabilities. 
-Classification 
5-A, for those over 
age 
26 who had never been deferred 
and for those over the age of 3 3 wbo had 
been, will be abolished. 
Tie Selective 
Service will no longer keep active files

Muskie urges 


clean water 


program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Sen. EdmuidS. 
Muskie, ELMaine, said today America’s 
rivers had become “ little more than 
sewers to the sea,” and urged approval 
of a mul‘i billion dollar program aimed 
at cleaning up the nation’s waters by 1985. 
Muskie made his plea as the Senate 
began consideration of a water pollu­ 
tion bill designed to eliminate discharges 
of pollutants into lakes and streams. 
The cost was estimated at more than $16 
billion. 
The legislation would maintain pro­ 
visions in present law aimed at clean­ 
sing all waters in the country by forc­ 
ing states to set clean water standards 
acceptable to the government by 1974. 
But under a measure hammered out in 
months of hearings before Muskie’s Pulv 
lie Works Committee, the federal gov­ 
ernment also would crack down directly 
on pollution of navigable streams, over 
which it has direct enforcement pow­ 
ers. 
Under the new prjvision, it would 
become illegal for cities or industries to 
dump any pollutants at all into navigable 
waters at the end of a 14-year period. 
“ Todiy, the rivers of this country 
serve as little more than sewers to the 
sea,” Muskie said in a prepared Senate 
speech. “ The dinger to health, 
the 
environmental 
dimage, the economic 
loss can be anywhere. 
“ Rivers, 
lakes, 
and streams are 
being used to dispose of man’s wastes 
rather than to support man’s life and 
health. The use of any river, lake, stream 
or ocean as a waste treatment system 
is unacceptable.”

Congressional remapping 
plan has five more seats

-A 
Congressional reapportionment 
plan released today parcels out 
California five new seats by 
giving Democrats and Republi­ 
cans two each and tossing the 
other up for grabs. 
However, dovish Rep. Paul N. 
McCloskey, the GOP Congress­ 
man from San Mateo who plans 
to challenge President Nixon 
for their party’s presidential 
nomination 
next year, could 
hold the key to whom gets the 
fifth seat. 
Assemblyman 
Henry 
Wax- 
man, Democratic drafter of the 
plan, 
said 
one 
of the new 
Congressional seats California 
gained because of its population 
growth in the 1960s must be 
located in Santa Clara County. 
Waxman 
said McCioskey’s 
current seat "becomes margin­ 
al,” reapportionment rhetoric 
meaning it could be won by a 
Democrat. The seat presently 
has a 54 per cent Democratic 
voter 
registration edge, but 
under the proposed plan the 
number of Democratic voters 
would jump to 56 per cent. 


However, Waxman indirectly 
encouraged 
McCloskey, 
who 
beat Shirley Temple Black for 
the seat three years ago, to 
move into the newly created 
district 
next 
door 
with 
a 
"heavy” Republican registra­ 
tion. 


"Should 
Congressman Mo 
Closkey run in the new seat, 
there is a possibility that a 
Democrat could win his 5o per 
cent 
Democratic 
District,” 
Waxman said in a statement 
prepared for a news conference 
where he will amplify further 
on his redistricting plan. 
Meanwhile, the Senateneared 
complete 
agreement 
on 
its 
reapportionment plan. Republi­ 
cans say privately they believe 


the Democratic-drawn proposal 
is probably the best they can 
negotiate 
with 
the 
majority 
party. 
The last major change in the 
plan replaced Sen. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino, R-Ojai, who had 
represented the coastal area of 
Santa Barbara County and the 
University 
of California 
at 
Santa Barbara, with Sen. John 
L. Harmer, R^Glendale, Lagtv 
marsino requested his district 
not include UCSB. 


Another appeal against nuclear test 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-Con- 
servationists today prepared an 
appeal of a U.S. district court 
ruling 
that would allow the 
Federal government to proceed 
with an underground nuclear 
test 
on 
Alaska’s 
Amchitka 
Island 250 times stronger than 
the 
bomb 
that 
destroyed 
Hiroshima. 
District 
Judge George 
L. 
Hart Jr. ruled Monday against 
an attempt by the conservation­ 
ists to block the test. He said 
that "up to now” the conserva­ 
tionists had failed to prove 
their contention the blast might 
cause a major earthquake or 
other adverse affects. 


Spokesmen for the Committee 
for Nuclear Responsibility and 
seven other groups fighting the 


test said they would carry their 
case to the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 
Government officials have not 
given a precise time for the 
explosion, which will be some­ 
thing less than five megatons 
but 
the largest U.S. under­ 
ground test in history.

'Wait 'til next year' for tax relief 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and the legisla­ 
ture once again have adopted a 
"wait ’til next year” stance 
toward property tax relief for 
California homeowners. 


It marks the seventh straight 
year 
a 
legislature 
and 
a 
governor have failed to deliver 
the 
reduced 
property 
taxes 
politicians of both parties have 
been 
promising 
voters 
for 
several elections. 


The last ray of hope for 
enactment of a major property 
tax relief program during the 
1971 legislative session was 
blotted out Monday during a 
half-hour 
negotiating session 
between Reagan and two key 
lawmakers. 


Final talks broke down over 
how 
to 
guarantee 
that 
any 
property tax relief would be 
permanent. 
Reagan 
insisted 
property tax rates be frozen. 
Democrats wanted them frozen 
only for owner-occupied homes, 
excluding undeveloped land and 
commercial enterprises. 
“ If tax reform is no longer 
alive,” Reagan said later, "it is 
simply because the Democratic 
leadership in the legislature 
will 
not agree to real and 
lasting property tax relief.” 
” We’re quitting,” said the 
chief 
Democratic negotiator, 
chairman Joe A. Gonsalves of 
the 
Assembly 
Revenue 
and 
Taxation Committee. 


"It’s over with. I guess Iwas 
naive to think there was a 
chance in the first place.” 


Reagan 
and legislators of 
both 
parties announced they 
now will concentrate on at­ 
tempting to merely balance the 
state’s $6.8 billion budget-$330 
million in the red-and possible 
provide 
some 
property 
tax 
relief for senior citizens. 


The legislature will have at 
least 
three "mini-packages” 
from which to choose. All three 
would impose state income tax 
withholding and reduce proper­ 
ty taxee for senior citizens. 


One, supported by Reagan 
and sponsored by Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, 
R-San 
Rafael, would raise taxes by 
about a half billion dollars, 
including cigarettes by 3 cents 
a pack, and provide for a $200 
million one-time crash program 
to 
build 
higher 
education 
facilities, buy beach parks and 
make schools safe from earth­ 
quakes. 


Another, proposed Monday by 
chairman Walter W. Stiern of 
the Senate Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee, would raise 
$674 million during the next 
fiscal year, provide $300 mil­ 
lion for a one-time capital out­ 
lay program and boost the indi­ 
vidual income tax exemption by 
$5. 
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such resources. 
Beilenson, chief author of the

The Cabrillo Conquistadores have cut 
down on their errors, discovered a break­ 
away running threat, and jumped into 
undisputed possession of first place in the 
Northern League with two-fifths of the 
season gone. 
The Conqs 21-0 win over Righetti Fri­ 
day pleased coach Evert Jones greatly. 
“ It’s the best game we’ve played all 
year, without doubt,” he said.

They had one 
pass intercepted. That’s only two turn­ 
overs, a big improvement over pre­ 
vious weeks. 
Their polished play led to Righetti’s 
first season loss in six games. Northern 
League teams have had lousy luck staying 
on the CIF Prep Football W riters poll, 
Righetti was ranked seventh before the 
game. Lompoc lost both times it was 
elevated to the top 10. 
Cabrillo made one brief appearance at 
20th place before bowing to San Marcos 
in a pre-league game.

Lions, Packers slosh

Misunderstood superstar 


The real Clemente 


NEW YORK—< N E A ) — An 
entire nation saw it. heard it 
and, for the most part, 
missed it. Roberto Clemente 
was asked to say a few words 
above the tumult of the win­ 
ners’ quarters immediately 
after the seventh game of 
the World Series. He said in 
broken E n g l i s h that he 
wanted to say something to 
his parents in Puerto Rico. 
He then spoke in Spanish. 
“ On this the proudest day of 
my life, I ask your bless­ 
ing,” he said. 
Television interviewer Bob 
Prince, out of ignorance or 
confusion, did not ask Cle­ 
mente to interpret, and the 
poignant moment was lost in 
the following button-down 
cliches from a mayor, a gov­ 
ernor, a commissioner, an 
owner. 
A letter to the New York 
Times recently interpreted 


Clemente’s remark. Graci- 
ella Rivera, the first Puerto 
Rican to sing at the New 
York Metropolitan Opera and 
a friend of Clemente’s, wrote 
that non-S p a n i s h-speaking 
Americans should know what 
Clemente said and so be able 
to comprehend “ the added 
dimension” of the man. 
Clemente feels he has been 
misunderstood for most of 
h is 17 y e a r s in the big 
leagues. He has had a repu­ 
tation as a c h r o n i c corn- 
plainer of real or imagined 
injuries. “ And once you get 
an image, no matter what, 
you die with that image,” 
says Clemente. 
Once, he recalled, he had 
been spiked in the arm and 
foot. Yet he came to bat and 
hit a home-run. One-handed, 
one-legged. He walked 
around the bases. “ I have 
so much God-given talent

that I can play even when I 
ache so bad,” said Clemente. 
“ My manager did not under­ 
stand. He thought I was hot- 
dogging.” 
Clemente is a black Puerto 
Rican. T h i s m a k e s him 
doubly dubious. His native 
tongue is foreign to button- 
down America, and so is his 
color. He has felt as much. 
He has f r e q u e n t l y com­ 
plained that other P u e r t o 
Ricans and blacks—as well 
as h i m s e l f —h a v e been 
skirted for endorsements of 
products and media com­ 
mercials. 
“ You have to be Ameri­ 
can,'’ he said, “ or you can’t 
be ‘my s w e e t h e a r t next 
door.’ 
Prejudices and bogus 
stories precede “ foreigners.” 
“ The Latin player was a hot- 
dog, a showboat, like Vic 
Power, they used to say,” 
said Clemente. “ Then he is 
a bad fellow.” 
Clemente likes to say that 
he is so lacking in flash that 
he wears virtually no jew­ 
elry. “ I am no fancy fellow,” 
he says. 
He is r e s p e c t f u l of his 
great athletic ability, and 
feels that G od g a v e him 
great talent ana he must 
work hard to maintain it. 
And also to be an influence 
on others. In a mild way, 
there seems in Clemente a 
similar social responsibility 
felt by some other sports 
heroes, most notably Muham­ 
mad Ali. 
Clemente has plans to up­ 
lift Puerto Rican youth. He 
has 
become interested in 
ceramics and in a “ sports 
city.” 
“ The common people are 
fighting the problem of drugs 
and delinquency today,” said 
Clemente. “ Sometimes fath­ 
ers fail because they do not 
spend enough time with their 
kids.” 
So he is planning a ceram­ 
ics school “ for the whole 
fam ily.” The "sports city” 
would be a place in Puerto 
Rico where local kids and 
kids of tourists would be to­ 
gether in a school to learn 
and participate in athletics. 


“ Through me lots o£ peo­ 
ple maybe can be helped,” 
said Clemente. “ People look 
up to you when you are in 
sports. They try to imitate 
you. That’s why this World 
Series was the most impor­ 
tant thing to ever happen to 
me.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Dr.

Dr Garrick said that a full- 
scale study of the surfaces is 
warranted but that it would 
cost as much as $200,000. “ If 
these products (artificial surfa­ 
ces) are shown to result in 
increased risk of injury, their 
appropriate product modifica­ 
tions must be forthcoming,” 
Garrick has been retained by 
the National Football League 
Players Association (NFLPA) 
to conduct a survey as to the 
safeness of the eleven synthetic 
fields 
now 
in use. 
Edward R Garvey, executive 
director of the NFLPA, indicat­ 
ed 
that 
the 
players were 
contributing what they could to 
Garrick’s study without the 
help of the team owners. Dan 
Devine, head coach and general 
manager of the Green Bay 
Packers, has voiced his appro- 
val of the study. Garvey said 
he has told the owners of the 
other 25 teams in the NFL that 
the NFLPA has the legal duty to 
bargain 
for any 
change in 
working conditions. 
“ It is our view,” said Garvey, 
“ that they (the owners) must 
negotiate with us before they 
can place artificial turf on 
another field.”

The city of Santa Barbara and the

Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District 
may take both entities to court on 
the claim of the district and the U.S.

Barbara and Montecito are both 
diverting more than their legal 
entitlements of water from the 
Santa Ynez River. 
Outcome of this case could effect 
Goleta’s 
water district, 
as 
the 
Goleta district has been buying up 
unused Cachuma allotments from 
the city of Santa Barbara. If this is 
halted, and rampant development 
continues in Goleta Valley, 
it 
is 
possible demand may exceed supply 
in Goleta areas in coming years.

on until supplemental w ater arrives. 
But there is no time date for 
delivery of state w ater to the South 
Coast.
